London 
world's eiposition in 18r,i with tie superi- 
ority of continental overEngliab. workmen 
in matte'™ of design. He eierted himself to 
remedy the evil by opening classes in. indus- 
trial drawing, and by the foundation and 
maintenance of tbe Kensington museum. 
Headers of Mr. t'onway's interesting papers 
about this muaenm In recent numbers of 
Harper's magazine will remember what a 
vast amount of instruction it lias afforded to 
British workmen, and to the Ilrilish public 
generally. 


During lliij quarter of a century Euglisb 


deaigna haT« improved so much that Eng- 
land now ciporta to the continent many 
(Linus all* vMi to import from the conti- 
cent. Manufacturers of carpets find olhar 
Uitile fabric* gel bctterdesigns now at home 
than they w«r» formerly able to import from 
IlaratillM, Brussela, Home and other places, 
and leas of their money U there Fora spent 
abroad. Th« standard of British work-nun- 
•hip bu been reissd, and her ability to com- 
p«U wita ottwr countries in th« market of 
the world bu be«n iccreaacd.

part of tlio course, 'i hey draw eometiraes 
on elates, and also from the primary school 
cards.

In the intermediate department there is 


drafting from primary cardi In blauk books. 
The puplUaremitructedineulargiiie figures. 
Aa they proceed of course tn« figures set 
before them become more elaborate. 


The third and fourth grammar grades 


use the intermediate series of drawing books, 
and the first and second grades use llie 
firaramar series. 
When the njstem is iu full

The objects are geo- 


metrical figures, and train the pupils in 
symmetry,per6p«live and exactness. 


All tlio scholars are traiued in drawing 


from dictation. The teacher describes orally 
tlie figure that ehe desirea drawn and the 
pupils execute the description. 
Thin in- 


volves B thorough kMtfledge of the defini- 
tions. T'heM dictation* ate sometimes giveu 
by the regulur teachers in charge of the 
rooms. Miss French gives one in each, room 
about once A month. 
The pupils are also 


taught to draw hy memory. 
They aro told 


beforehand Ihat on a certain uay they «ilt 
have such an eierche, and they familiarize 
themselves with all the figures they have 
druwu, and select any one they please for 
reproduction. 
At the apiioiuted time they 


aro called ujren to draw from memory, aud 
each scholar draws Iho figure lie baa select- 
ed, hut without looking at il. 


Another cierclee, the most interesting 


one lo outsiders, i« original designing. This 
the pupils nre called ou to do tivo or three 
times a yenr. They nre told to make a 
figure, for itistance, of square outline aud 
filled with dfsiyus in straight and curved 
lines, the former predominating. Thev have 
already, iu tbo upper grades, had drill in 
tho use of the maplo and ivy leaf nud olher 
conventionalized plant forms. It is {very 
interesting lo seo tho skill mnnifisted in 
working these into harmonious and tasteful 
figures. 
They nre required to keep a 


record of the lime occupied in desiguing 
aud iu drawing. About forty fivo minutes 
and an hour aro the averago limes •respee- 
lively. 


A selection of Ihr.-o original designs will 


he sent wi'.h specimen compositions aud 
examination, papers to the educational de- 
partment at the centennial. The drawings 
'will be exhibited here tomorrow or Wednes- 
day, and every ono who ia directly or indi- 
rectly interested in the subject should im- 
prove the opportunity of examining the 
work. 
It is hardly possible that any per. 


son who understands tho object,method aud 
results of teaching drawing in the puhlio 
schools should niako nuy objection toil. 


But Iho question may ho asked "What 


about drawing from casts, copying Iho 
works of the old masters, and sketching '<" 
The answer to this is that Mr. Smith is se- 
verely practical. 
lie doesn't talk alraut 


rcsthetlc culture, or tho refining influences 
ef art. It is not his theory that the state 
should teach children to amuse themselves 
aud Astonish their friends by making pic- 
tures. According lo this system the BUto 
only undertakes to educate the eyes and 
hands of the pupils, to drill them inexact 
drawing, to acquaint them with symmetry, 
the principles of construction and decora- 
tion and other things that have a direct ap- 
plication to industrial art. 
They aro taught 


to draw with the free hand and mechanical- 
ly, and while their instruction is peculiarly 
adapted to industrial pursuits it is also the 
best foundation for a knowledge of the 
higher forms of art.
